JIM-JAM VALLEY. 


Strange and Terrible Features of a South- 
ern California Mirage. 

In the secluded Jim- Jam Valley of the 
San Bernardino Mountains,“ remarked Joe 
Joachinson, the pioneer of San Bernardino, 
toa San Francisco Examiner reporter at 
the Palace Hotel, ‘‘there are the most mar- 
velous mirages known to the world. The 
wonderful mirages of the Mojave desert 
have been talked about a good deal, and 
they are entitled to all the prominence they 
have had. Butthose of the Jim-Jam Val- 
ley are far more wonderful than these. 
It is called Jim-Jam Valley because of the 
strange things seen there, and I defy any 
man, however sound of mind he may be, to 
goin there, and not think he has got em 
before he gets out. This valley is about 
twenty-five miles long by fifteen miles 
wide. It is uninhabited. It is bordered by 
the main San Bernardino range on the east 
and by aspur of the Sierra Magdalenas on 
the west. There is no well-defined trail 
through the heart of it. The valley is a 
desert. The surrounding mountains are 
terribly serrated and cut up. The peaks 
are jagged. Altogether the surroundings 
are very weird and forbidding. Leaving 
Fisk’s ranch on the trail at the foot of the 
Sierra Magdalenas, you climb an easy grade 
to Dead Man’s Pass, the entrance to the 
valley. Go on in and pretty soon you see 
lakes and running rivers, and green bor 
ders, and flying water fowl. Willows spring 
up here and there, and in the distance you 
see water hlies. What you behold contrasts 
finely with the rugged mountains, and you 
are charmed with it and go on thinking you 
have struck an ise. Indian 
camps appear in view, and lithe oarsmen 

fantastic crafts upon the waters. Ad- 
vancing still further you see dim outlined 
forms, things whose outlines you can hardly 
express in words. Somber countenances 
gleam at you from the air above. The lakes 
and rivers and the pallid faces shift and 
change before your eyes. Sometimes a 
dozen of the more or less dimly outlined 
forms may be seen, and the pantomime re- 
minds you ofa strange hobgoblin dance. 
Sometimes a storm brews in the valley, and 
then the scene is all the more terrible. 
Forked lightning blazes about, and strange, 
uncouth animals differing from any you 
have ever read about are to be seen there. 
These phenomena are seen for a stretch of 
about fifteen miles up and down the middle 
of the valley principally, and they have been 
viewed by a great many people. They can 
not understand why the formsof the mirage, 
if such it may be called, are so much more 
strange than those on the Mojave desert. 
Every body is in awe of the valley, and 
there are mighty few men, however nervy 
they may be ordinarily, who care to go there

‘San Francisco, March 7.—The Ar- 
aminer’s Breslau dispatch says: A 
private telegrain to the Schlessische 
Zeitung states that the German frigate 
Olga bombarded s camp. 
The protest of the Captain of an 
American man-of-war being disre- 
garded, lie fired on the Olga, where 
upon his vessel und crew were blow» 
up by a torpedo from the Olga. 

The Repert Discredited. 

Wasnineton, March 8.—The story 
of an engagement between the Ger- 
man man-of-war Olga and an Ameri- 
can man-of-war in the harbor of Apia 
is generally discredited at the Navy 
Department. No information upon 
the subject has been received at the 
Department of State. It was said 
there that news of an event of such 
importance would surely reach the 
United States at least as soon as at a 
German sea-coast city. 

New York, March 8.—No credence 
is given to the Schlessische Zeitung 
story cabled from Dresdeu to the Her- 
ald about a fight between an Ameri- 
can and a German man-of-war. Even 
the Herald characterizes it as sensa- 
tional. 


A Sp rited Debate. 

Orrawa, Ont., March 8.—The gal- 
leries were crowded ayain last night 
to hear the renewed debate on Sir 
Richard Cartwright’s resolution, call- 
ing i on the Government to imme- 
diately take stepe to ascertain upon 
what conditions the United States will 
be willing to enter into an unrestricted 
reciprocity with Canada. Sir Charles 
Tupper, Minister of Marine and Fish- 
eries, defended the are of the Gov- 
ernment, as that of dignity and self 
respect, und declared it would be the 
duty of the Goverument to vote the 
resolution down, as Canada was not 
going to beg for a treaty. Charlston 
advocated the resolution and declared 
that the course of the Government 
would drive Canada to petition for a 
political se ion from England, 
with the view to a union with the 
United States, as was done in 1849. 


French Affairs. 

Paris, March 8.—The Bank of 
France has advanced one hnndred 
million francs to Comptoir Des Compt, 
sufficient to cover the amounts which 
depositors have withdrawn from the 
latter bank. The English copper com- 
panies have accepted the proposal 
made by the copper syndicate, to in- 
crea-e the output during 1889 twenty 
per cent, and deliveries two 
months. The troubles of Societe Des 
Metawe. arose from an interruption of 
harmony in the syndicate. 

The failure of the syndicate is not 
tha zht likely. The Rothchilds, if 
not «lirectly interested, have fostered 
it by proxy, and would be unwilling to 
have any concern with which they are 
con: ected, collapse.

A Large Naval Apprepriatiocna 
Wanted. 

Loxbox, March 7.— In the Commons 
this evening Lord George Hamilton, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, stated 
that the Government proposed to build 
eight first-class men-of-war of 14,000 
tons each and two of 9,000 tons, nine 
first-class cruisers, twenty-nine smaller 
cruisers, four of the Pandora type of 
cruisers, and seventeen of the sharp- 
shooter type of torpedo vessels. The 
total tonnage oi all these vessels will 
be 318,000 and the total cost £21,500,- 
000. Lord George Hamilton asked that 
£10,000,000 be appropriated from the 
consolidated fund fof the proposed in- 
crease of the navy, and that the re- 
mainder of the sum reynired be pro- 
vided for in the ordinary estimates. 
He promised that the Admiralty pro- 
gramme would be executed within four 
and a half years. 

Hamilton said that £10,000,000 for 
the work would be put out at private 
contract, while the remainder would 
be done in the Government dock- 

ds. The scheme must stand or 

las a whole; therefore he hoped 

that the opposition would treat the 
in a patriotic spirit.
